About 14 years ago a Disney representative con- 
tacted Jeff and Marta Jeffries at their clothing shop in 
Guatemala. “How would you like to open a shop in 
Disneyland?” he asked. The Jeffries could only think 
to ask, “What's a-Disneyland?" The Disney representa- 
tive was prepared for this question and replied, “Pm 
not quite sure, but it's going to be something different.” 

To the Jeffries the whole affair was a big adventure. 
According to Jeff the day Disneyland opened “was the 
most thrilling thing you could imagine.” Were things 
a little confused? The Jeffries smile and answer, “It was 
more fun than confusion.” 

They opened their shop in the Adventureland Bazaar, 
which has been home for the last 13 years. Last October 
they moved next door into the old Hawaiian shop. “It 
gave us a greater identification,” according to Jeff. 
Marta is glad they're still in Adventureland, “The 
Jungle Cruise atmosphere reminds me of the low coastal 
region of Guatemala, sometimes it feels as if we 
never left.” 

One of the Jefferies’ biggest thrills came last year 
when they brought Marta’s father from Guatemala. He 
wanted to see two things for his 94th birthday, Disney- 
land and Santa Clara University. Mr. Cordon was one 
of the first graduates of SCU and later went on to 
become Mayor of Guatemala. Marta remarked, “Dad 
wasenthralled with Disneyland, he really hated to leave.” 


When the Jefferies arrived in Anaheim they brought 
along their daughter, Alexandra. She was the only ten 
year old to have a permanent pass to Disneyland. Jeff 
likes to tell how she grew up in the Magic Kingdom, 
especially at the Golden Horseshoe. She now lives in 
Guatemala with her husband and daughter. 

The Jefferies make it a point to visit Guatemala twice 
a year. They still own a shop there, the Mayan Modern, 
which supplies the Guatemalan Weavers in Anaheim. 
According to Marta, *mayan" is the tribal name of the 
Indians who weave their merchandize. “We feel our 
shop at Disneyland has been successful because we take 
primitive designs and incorporate them with modern 
styles of fashion." 

What does a transplanted Guatemalan do when 
they're not at Disneyland? Jeff spends a lot of time in 
his garden. His floral collection includes 95 rose bushes, 
32 camelias and 200 iris, to name a few. Marta is fond 
of asking Jeff in which country he would like to dine 
that evening. Some of her specialties include Pollo en 
Joncon, Oxtail with Apricots, Cantonese Lamb in Gela- 
tin and Indonesian Chicken. Jeff helps out by raising 
galone mint for tea and several herbs for cooking. 

If they had it to do over the Jefferies would still have 
said yes to that man who paid them a visit 14 years ago. 
They didn't know what Disneyland was, but it seemed 
exciting. To the Jefferies, it still is. 


Ron Heminger has show business in his blood. He also 
has a little Scotch in there too. 

Ron’s mother is from Scotland and his father was a 
Sioux Chief. It was through his dad that Ron gained his 
show business credentials. Chief Shooting Star began 
his career working with Buffalo Bill Cody in his Wild 
West Show. Later he worked in Hollywood with Hoot 
Gibson, John Wayne, and Errol Flynn. 

He appeared in Last of the Mohicans, Stagecoach, 
Annie Get Your Gun, and the Davy Crockett T.V. 
series. During all this film activity the Chief took Ron 
along on several locations. This included several trips 
to South America and a location visit to Mexico with 
Marlon Brando. 

Ron speaks of his dad with a great sense of pride, 
“Dad was the youngest of ten boys, the nine others all 
became ministers.” Ron likes to talk about his father’s 
experiences in what was really the wild west, “From 
what my dad told me there were few automobiles and 
most guns were worn on the hip. While he was a deputy 
in Reno he got shot in the leg during a bank robbery.” 

Another time the Chief had to chase a murderer on 
horseback, who was wanted dead or alive. The chase 


lasted three days in the bad lands, but the man was 
finally caught. The Chief then took a job as an F.B.I. 
investigator. Ron remembers his dad’s biggest success 
with the F.B.I., “After several months of research he 
broke up an opium ring in San Francisco. J. Edgar 
Hoover was so pleased he sent a letter of com- 
mendation.” 


RON HEMINGER 


After a career in law enforcement and Hollywood 
Chief Shooting Star came to Disneyland to handle the 
Indian Village entertainment. Ron began working sum- 
mers atthe Park as a dancer in the Village. While work- 
ing at the Park the Chief spent a lot of time at the Studio 
on the Davy Crockett series. After working here three 
years the Chief retired and spent his later years active 
in the Indian Center of Los Angeles. 

Ron was in the Army for a while and returned to 
Disneyland as a canoe operator. He received his B.A. 
from Long Beach State in Business and is now working 
on a law degree. During his vacation last year Ron went 
to Europe. He wanted to check his mother's Coat of 
Arms so he went to Edinburgh, Scotland where the of- 
ficial records are kept. 

In France he went skiing and in Switzerland he 
climbed halfway up the Matterhorn. “The weather got 
too bad to make it all the way up.” Ron was about to 
leave for Egypt when the Israel war broke out. “We 
couldn’t even get clearance to go in,” recalls Ron. 

Writing is a big thing for Ron, who is especially fond 
of Henry Miller. Right now he is writing poetry and 
short stories but he’s hoping someday to write a book 
about his dad. 

Ron calls working on Storybook with his girls 
an “experience.” If you happen to be with Ron during 
a Storybook breakdown, have no fear. It's been rumored 
he's very good with a paddle.

As loyal pageant 
helpers we have pledged ourselves to a 
policy of non-retaliation. All we can do 
is call a lead or security officer and hope 
the youngster can be taught the error 
of his ways. 

Pageant helpers are divided into units, 
each unit depicting a famous Walt 
Disney Classic. Each new p.h. is trained 
in several costumes and then placed in 
the one he plays best. Entertainment 
tries to match the inner personality of a 
person with the animation style of 
that character. 

Besides our busy in-park schedule we 
are also involved with parades, TV 
shows, and visits to childrens hospitals. 
Not to mention local and nationwide 
tours promoting the Park or a new Dis- 
ney flick. Some hot August day this 
summer we hope you will think of us 
with a little kindness and understanding.
